The "thread pool management technique" described 
simply waits for the response to be processed by "a finite number of threads" and then the request can be processed by the same or a 
different "finite number of threads". Lastly, the "evaluation sequence" in Schoening does not mandate parameters from clients, similar to 
applicant's "receiving logic functions to schedule thread pools", pg. 4, lines 10-11, paper dated May 28, 2004. Note, is there scheduling or 
allocating? Further clarity is suggested in the claims in light of these comments, i.e. claims 1's "upon receipt of the reqeust waiting on the 
response". 
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
